FIRST PAPER 


March 5th will record an anniver- 


sary of peculiar interest to news- 
paper publishers of this country, for 
on this date fifty years ago, in 1867, 
tho first ground wood pulp wins made 
at a mill in what was then the village 
of Curtlsville, recently renamed In- 
torlaken, In the state of Massachu- 
setts. 
Up to that time paper was 


made exclusively of rags, naturally 
limiting the amount produced; but 
with the successful conversion of 
wood Into a fibre suitable ,1'or print 
paper the vast timber resources of 
this cojillnont became the limitless 
reservoir of raw material for any and 
all future demand. 


( Solved Another DlfllcuUy 


Bul Ihe wood pulp fibre also solved 


another difllculty for the printer for 
theretofore tho speed 
of 
printing 


presses was limited, caused by the 
slow drying of the inks on paper 
made of rags, while the trade soon 
discovered that paper made of ground 
wood had excellent absorbing and 
drying qualities, and soon thereafter 
the 
printing press 
manufacturers 


were putting their minds and ener- 
gies to work to develop the high 
speed press, and now the modern 
double octuple press will print 72,000 
16-page papers per hour. 
, • 


America's First Mill 


The, idea of making paper from 


wood originated in Germany In the 
early forties'with'Gottfried Keller, 
tradition having It that he in turn 
received 
his 
inspiration 
from 
a 


wasp's 
nest. 
Keller 
collaborated 


with'a manufacturer of machinery, 
Holnrlch Voelter, In whoso name the 
patents were executed. 
It was not 


until 1866 thiat tho possibilities of 
this invention In this country wore 
recognized, when Albrocht aad Ru- 
dolf 
Pagenstecher 
Induced 
their 


cousin Alberto Pagenslecher lo build 
a mill 'in Ihls country,"and financed 
the purchase of the necessary ma- 
chinery, and tho building of a mill. 
Tho choice of location fell to Curtib- 
vlllo, where the outlet of Stockbrldge 
Bowl seemed to supply an adequate 
amount of power. 
The mill was 


built and on March 5th, 1867, the 
first ground wood pulp was produced. 


Wellington Smith, Pioneer 


Then 
another 
diOlculty 
arose, 


namely, the selling of the product, 
Paper 
manufacturers 
wore 
either 


strongly opposed 
to or extremely 


pessimistic of the papermaking quali- 
ties of wood fibre. 
When one very 


large manufacturer was appi'oached 
ho curtly answered, "Sir, we don't 
use shoddy," Finally, however, Wel- 
lington Smith, who owned a mill 
near Curtlsville, at Lee .agreed to 
buy a lot as an experiment, and to 
Wellington Smith Is due the credit 
of having made the flrsl paper out of 
wood pulp. 


This pulp was Invoiced at eight 


cents a pound, while the normal 
price today of pulp is under one cent 
per pound, tind news print paper, 
then selling at 
fourteen 
cents 
a 


pound was reduced to two cents. 
It 


Is furthermore remarkable thai in 
the llfty Intervening years no sub- 
stantial change In the manufacture 
of ground wood pulp has been made, 
although tho improvement in details 
of the grinder has naturally increased 
Its efficiency and production. 


Cradle of an Industry 


Once the practicability of this new 


fibre had been demonstrated, the in- 
terest In it became general and tho 
Industry 
developed 
by leaps 
and 


bounds. 
The 
Pagonstechers, 
of 


whom Albrecht Pagenstechor Is the 
solo 
surviving member 
and 
still 


largely interested in many paper mill 
enterprises, Immediately built a sec- 
ond and somewhat larger mill at 
Luzorno, N, Y., and In 1869 acquired 
the water power at Palmer Falls, 
where they built what was to be for 
many years and is today, with but 
one exception, the largest mill in this 
country. 


Little remains of the Curtlsville 


plant. 
The power was soon found 


to be totally Inadequate, and the 
mill was eventually dismantled. But 
motorists traveling from Stockbridgo 
to Lenox can still see, wh'en passing 
through Intorlaken, a square pile of 
slone on the right hand, all that re- 
mains of the cradle of an industry 
destined to become not only one of 
tho largest but also one of the most 
Important In this country.

FIRST PAPER MILL 


March 6th will record an anniver- 


sary of peculiar interest to news- 
paper publishers of: this country, for 
on.- this'-date -fifty years: ago, in 1867, 
the first ground wood, pulp was made 
at a mill in what was then the village 
of Curtisville, recently renamed in-. 
terlaken, in the. state of Massachu- 
setts. 
"UP to that ...time, paper was 


made exclusively, of rags, naturally 
limiting the amount .produced; but 
with -the successful conversion of 
wood into a flbre suitable for print 
paper the Vast timber resources of 
this continent became the limitless 
reservoir of raw material for any and 
all'- future demand. 


Solved Another Difficulty 


. ' But the wood pulp fibre also -solved 
another difficulty for the printer for 
theretofore the>. speed-, of 
printing 


presses was- limited, caused .by the 
slow drying of the- 'laics- on paper 
made of rags, while, the trade soon 
discovered that paper made of ground 
wood had excellent absorbing and 
drying qualities, and soon thereafter 
the' printing press 
manufacturers 


were putting their minds and ener- 
gies to work to develop the high 
speed press, 'and ™7,, tn? 
double octuple press will print 
16-page papers per hour. 


America's First Mill 


The Idea of making paper from. 


wood originated, in Germany in the 
early' forties' with • Gottfried Keller, 
tradition having it that he in turn 
received 
bis 
inspiration 
from 
a 


wasp's nest. 
Keller 
coHaboYated 


with 'a manufacturer of machinery, 
Heinrich Voelter, in whose name the 
patents were executed. 
It was not 


until 1866 Uuat.the possibilities, ot 
this invention in this country were 
recognized, when Albrecht and Ru- 
dolf 
Pagenstecher 
Induced 
their 


cousin Alberto Pagenstecher to build 
a mill 'in 'this 'country,- and financed 
the purchase of the necessary ma- 
chinery, and the building of a mill. 
The choice of location fell to Curtis- 
ville where the outlet of Stockbridge 
Bowl seemed to supply an adequate 
amount of pdwer. 
The mill was 


built and on March 5th, 1867, the 
first ground wood pulp was produced. 


Wellington Smith, Pioneer 


Then 
another 
difficulty 
arose, 


namely, 'the selling of the product, 
Paper 
manufacturers were 
either 


strongly opposed to or 
extremely 


pessimistic of the papermaking quali- 
ties of wood fibre. When one very 
large manufacturer was approached 
he curtly answered, "Sir, we don't 
use shoddy," Finally, however, Wel- 
lington Smith, who owned a mill 
near Curtisville, at Lee .agreed to 
buy a lot as an experiment, and to 
Wellington Smith is due the credit 
of having made the first paper out of 
wood pulp.

This pulp was Invoiced at eignt 


cents a pound, 
while the normal 


price today of pulp is under one cent 
per pound, iand news print paper, 
then selling at 
fourteen 
cents 
a 


pound was reduced to two cents. 
It 


is furthermore remarkable that in 
thq fifty intervening years no sub- 
stantial change in the manufacture 
of ground wood pulp has been made, 
although the improvement in details 
of the grinder has naturally increased 
its efficiency and production. 


Cradle of un Industry 


Once the practicability of this new 


fibre had been demonstrated, the in- 
terest in it became general and the 
Industry developed by leaps 
and 


bounds. 
The 
Pagenstechers, 
of 


whom Albrecht Pagenstecher is the 
sole 
surviving member and 
still 


largely interested in many paper mill 
enterprises, immediately built a sec- 
ond and somewhat larger mill at 
Luzerne, N. Y., and in 1869 acquired- 
the water power at Palmer • Falls, 
where they built what was to .be for 
many years and is today, with but 
one exception, the largest mill in this 
country. 
.

Little remains of the Curtisville 


plant. 
The power 'was soon found 


to be totally inadequate, and the 
mill was eventually dismantled. But 
motorists traveling from Stockbridge 
to Lenox can still see, whim passing 
through -Interlaken, a square pile of 
stone on the right hand, all that re- 
mains of the cradle of an industry 
destined to becbme not only one of 
the largest but also one of the most 
Important in this country.

Madison, Wis., Mar. 15.—Wets and 


drys are preparing today for- what is 
believed will be, .the most bitterly 
fought wet,and dry elections in years 
in Wisconsin next month. 
•*. With the drys'fast encroaching on 
"wet 
territory, the wets are prepared 


to go "the limit this time to win; Out 
of 16 cities which will h9ld local .op- 
tion elections, only two "are. dry. 'All 
the rest are wdt. The .cities which 
.will vote on this question April .3 
are: Apple ton, Ashland, Beloit, Chip- 
pew-a Falls, Eau Claire, Eort Atkin- 
son, 
Janesvi'lle, -Oconto,' Portage, 


Platteville, Madison, Superior, White- 
water, Rhinelander, Wausaukee and 
Cuba City;*Platteville and Superior 
are dry at present. 
Statistics compiled by the state" in- 


dustrial commission show that while 
more than half of the state is dry in 
area only 28 per cent is dry in popu- 
lation. The dry's stronghold is in .the 
small towns where they are slightly 
ahead of the wets. 
There are 488 


towns in Wisconsin which have local 
option against 423 which are wet.

An 
interesting 
story 
covering 


probably 
the 
largest 
order, ever 


placed in the United States covering 
wooden ware was recently received 
by the Wisconsin Woodworking Co. 
at Two Rivers, Wisconsin. The order, 
covers 135 carloads of candy pails 
which will require 500 carloads of 
logs of 10 solid trains of 50 cars 
each. If these cars were placed in a 
single row they tfould cover a dis- 
tance of nearly 7 miles. To ship the 
pails when completed, it will require 
3 solid trains each consisting of 35 
cars. 
The 60,000 dozen pails that 


make up this order 
will 
require 


1,500 
miles of wire which approxi- 


mately Is the distance 
from 
Two 


Rivers to San Francisco, Cal. These 
wires being used for hoops and the 
handles on the pails. 
If these pails 


were piled one on top of another, it 
would make a stack 720,000 feet 
high. If they were laid in a row, it 
would make one continuous stretch 
covering.a distance of 
190 
miles. 


These pails will be used for the pack- 
ing of candy and 
it 
will require 


twenty-five million pounds of candy 
to fill the same. 
• The Wisconsin Woodworking Co. 
who received this large order are re- 
modeling a large saw mill at Two 
Rivers winch was formerly occupied 
by the Two Rivers Manufacturing Co. 
When the same is completed, it will 
be a modern \voodworking factory. 
Besides the manufacturing of pails a 
basket addition is being built which 
will take care of nearly three-fourths 
of the entire out-put of clothes bas- 
kets used in this country.

Prof. M. H. Jackson says that lie 


operates a farm over in the wilds of 
Veedurn, .and rather than, go^over 
there and prove it, we take his word 
for it. 
Speaking of farms naturally 


brought up the subject of.corn, and 
the mention of corn suggested silos, 
and speaking of silos brought cows 
to mind, and the mention of cows 
suggested horses and horses brought 
up the subject of hogs and hogs sug- 
gested money, and of course, the 
mention of money brought potatoes 
to 'mind, 'and it is about potatoes 
that WQ intended to speak. 
Prof. 


Jackson said that potatoes had been 
selling at a pretty good price, espec- 
ially the .kind he raised out on his 
farm. 
We are not conversant with 


the brand of potatoes he raised, but 
in order to be polite and not get Into 
an argument, we admitted that pota- 
toes had been bringing a good price, 
and that we had no doubt that the 
particular kind he raised: was especi- 
ally valuable, whether they brought 
a better price or not. 
You see, all 


potatoes look a good deal alike to us. 
Of course, there are boiled potatoes 
and fried potatoes and escalloped po- 
tatoes, but outside of these varieties 
and possibly the warmed-over kind, 
we are not especially interested. We 
do not remember whether those that 
the professor raised on his farm be- 
longed to any of the above named 
breeds or not, but have no doubt they 
did. 
Anyway, as we started to- say 


in the first place, Prof. Jackson, re- 
cently sold a load of his potatoes 
and got enough money for them to 
buy a team of year-old horses, two 
pounds of Standard smoking tobacco 
and had eight dollars left,.and there 
were only about fifty bushela in the 
load at that. 
All of which goes to 


prove what we have claimed right 
along, namely: that 
anybody can 


make money out of the farming busi- 
ness. '

FIRST PAPER MILL 


March 5th will record an anniver- 


sarv of peculiar Interest to news- 
paper publishers of this country, for 
on this date fifty years ago, in 1867, 
the first ground wood pulp was made 
at a mill in what was then the village 
of Curtisville, recently renamed In-, 
terlaken, in the. state of Massachu- 
setts. 
'UP to that time paper was 
made exclusively of rags, naturally 
limiting the amount produced; but 
with the successful conversion of 
wood into a fibre suitable .for print 
nacer the vast timber resources or 
this continent became the limitless 
reservoir of raw material for any and 
all'future demand. 


Solved Another Difficulty 


• But the wood pulp fibre also solved 
another difficulty for the printer for 
theretofore the speed 
of P"nt™s 


presses was-limited, caused by the 
slow drying of the inks on paper 
made of rags, while. the trade soon 
discovered that paper made of ground 
wood had excellent absorbing and 
drying qualities, and soon thereafter 
the 
printing 
press 
manufacturers 


were putting their minds and ener- 
gies to work to develop the high 
sneed press, and now the modern 
double octuple press will print 72,000 
16-page papers per hour. 
/ • 


America's First Mill 


The idea of making paper from 


wood originated in Germany in the 
early forties' with Gottfried Keller, 
tradition having it that he in turn 
received 
bis 
inspiration 
from 
a 


wasp's 
nest. 
Keller 
collaboYated 


with "a manufacturer of machinery, 
Heinrich Voelter, in whose name the 
patents were executed, "was not 
until 1866 tbjat the possibilities of 
this invention in this country were 
recognized, when Albrecht and Ru- 
dolf 
Pagenstecher 
induced 
their 


cousin Alberto Pagenstecher to bund, 
a mill'in this country,-and financed 
the purchase of the necessary ma- 
chinery, and the building of a mill. 
The choice of location fell to Curtis- 
ville where the outlet of Stockbridge 
Bowl seemed to supply an adequate 
amount of power. 
The mill was 


built and on March Sth, 1867, the 
first ground wood pulp was produced. 


AVellingtoii Smith, Pioneer 


Then 
another 
difficulty 
arose, 


namely, the selling of the product. 
Paper 
manufacturers were 
either 


strongly opposed to or 
extremely 
pessimistic of the papermaking quali- 
ties of wood fibre. When one very 
large manufacturer was approached 
he curtly answered, "Sir, we don t 
use shoddy." 
Finally, however, Wel- 


lington Smith, who owned a mill 
near Curtisville, at Lee .agreed to 
buy a lot as an experiment, and to 
Wellington Smith is due the credit 
of having made the first paper out of 
wood pulp. 
. 
This pulp was invoiced at eight 


cents a pound, while 
the 
normal 


price today of pulp is under one cent 
per pound, *nd news print paper, 
then selling at 
fourteen 
cents 
a 


pound was reduced to two cents. It 
is furthermore remarkable that in 
the fifty intervening years no sub- 
stantial change in the manufacture 
of ground wood pulp has been made, 
although the improvement in details 
of the grinder has naturally increased 
its efficiency and production. 


Cradle of an Industry 


Once the practicability of this new 


fibre had been demonstrated, the in- 
terest in it became general and the 
industry 
developed by leaps and 


bounds. 
The 
Pagenstechers, 
of 


whom Albrecht Pagenstecher is the 
sole 
surviving member 
and 
still 


largely interested in many paper mill 
enterprises, immediately built a sec- 
ond and somewhat larger mill at 
Luzerne, N. Y., and in 1869 acquired 
the water power at Palmer Falls, 
where they built what was to be for 
many years and is today, with but 
one exception, the largest mill in this 
country. 
Little remains of the 
Curtisville 


plant. 
The power was soon found 
to be totally inadequate, and the 
mill was eventually dismantled. But 
motorists traveling from Stockbridge 
to Lenox can still see, when passing 
through -Interlaken, a square pile of 
stone on the right hand, all that re- 
mains of the cradle of an industry 
destined to become not only one of 
the largest but also one of the most 
important in this country-

ARE GIRDING LOINS 


Madison, Wis., Mar. 15.—Wets and 
drys are preparing today for what is 
believed will be the most bitterly 
fought wet^nd dry elections in years 
in Wisconsin next month. 
-- With the drys'fast encroaching on 
wet territory, the wets are prepared 
to go the limit this time to win. Out 
of 16 cities which will h9ld local op- 
tion elections, only two "are. dry. All 
the rest are wet. The cities which 
will vote on this question April 3 
are- Appleton, Ashland, Beloit, Chip- 
pewa Falls, Eau Claire, Fort Atkin- 
son, 
Janesville, 
Oconto, 
Portage, 


Platteville, Madison, Superior, White- 
water, Rhinelander, Wausaukee and 
Cuba City. "Platteville and Superior 
are dry at present. 
Statistics compiled by the state in- 


dustrial commission show that while 
more than half of the state is dry in 
area only 28 per cent is dry in popu- 
lation. The dry's stronghold is in the 
small towns where they are slightly 
ahead of the wets. 
There are 488 


towns in Wisconsin which have local 
option against 423 which are wet. 
The number of cities which are wet 
are 
fJ'J against 29 for the drys. 
In 


the matter of villages the wets also 
head with a total of 129 against 75.

placed in the United States covering 
wooden ware was recently received 
by the Wisconsin Woodworking Co.

Rivers to San Francisco, Cal. 
These 


wires being used for hoops and the 
handles on the pails. 
If these pails 


were piled one on top of another, it 
would make a stack 720,000 feet 
high. 
If they were laid in a row, it 


would make one continuous stretch 
covering a distance of 
190 
miles. 


These pails will be used for the pack- 
ing of candy and 
it 
will 
require 


twenty-five million pounds of candy 
to lili the same. 
- The Wisconsin Woodworking Co. 
who received this large order are re- 
modeling a large saw mill at Two 
Rivers which was formerly occupied 
by the Two Rivers Manufacturing Co. 
When the same is completed, it will 
be a modern woodworking factory. 
Besides the manufacturing of pails a 
basket addition is being built which 
will take care of nearly three-fourths 
of the entire out-put of clothes bas- 
kets used in this country.

und parts of Portugal. ' There Is no 
shoe made which will outlast them, not 
excepting leather shoes. 
Indeed, one 


pair of esparto shoes-has been known 
to outwear a dozen tanned hide soles. 
This Is due to their faculty of picking 
up nnd retaining in their Interstices 
stony particles. As fast as the pebbles 
are worn out they arc replaced, auto- 
matically by others. Thus a self-soling 
process Is constantly going on. It Is 
not uncommon in some parts of Spain 
or Portugal to hear the natives boast 
of wearing a pair of esparto shoes for 
•_>5 years or more.

over wlUph the members of the spe- 
cial 
highway 
committee 
of 
both 


houses of the legislature have been 
working for weeks, has been drawn; 
and is awaiting the.finishing touches 
and some slight changes before it is 
introduced. .

The bill repeals..six sections of the 


present highway laws and creates 
eight new sections. 
This will ' give 


some idea of its scope and the work 
which has been necessary. 


The opening sentence in the bill de- 


clares that, the state of Wisconsin as- 
sents to ' the act of congress which 
provides aid for state highways, and 
the power of entering into contracts 
with the proper national authorities 
is conferred upon the' highway com-: 
mission. The state pledges its good 
faith to make good • funds equal .-to 
the contribution of -the national, gov- 
ernment, whi'ch will aggregate some- 
thing, over $5,000,000 in five years1. 


The highway commisBlon Is ordered 


as the first step in the construction of 
the trunk line highways, to lay out a 
system of main traveled roads con- 
necting every. county seat and every 
city with a population of 5,000 'or 
more, it being provided that the sys- 
tem shall not be more than 5,000 mil-as 
long. 


The road may enter villages of 2,500 


population or less, but the system Is 
to be laid out exclusive of every street 
or road in a village except those 
where houses are divided by spaces 
of more than 200 feet. 


A special legislative committee, con- 


sisting of three members of the lower 
house to .be appointed by the speaker, 
and two members of the' senate to be 
appointed by the committee on com- 
mittees, and to be confirmed by the 
senate; Is to act with the highway 
commission in all the preliminary 
work of laying out the trunk line sys- 
tem. 
While doing this work they are 


to receive ?5 per day and their actual 
and necessary expenses.

Otto Bill, Providing Deposits to Insure 


Redemption,. Probably Will 


Be Passed, 


•Madison—One hundred representa- 


tives of Milwaukee mercantile estab- 
lishments came to.Madison on a spe- 
cial train to discuss three bills relat- 
ing to commercial trading stamps be- 
•'fore1'the'-assembly judiciary commit- 
tee. 'At the close of the hearing the 
committee' took\the bills' under con- 
sideration. 
. The three measures under consider- 
ation were, the Otto bill, providing for 
state regulation of the issuing of 
trading stamps under the direction of 
the state bank, commissioner; the 
Kvam bill 'requiring companies issu- 
ing trading 'stamps to pay a- license 
of $'6,000 a year to each county in 
which they operate, and the Hart bill 
prohibiting tobacco concerns from is- 
suing stamps. 


Tho representatives of the big Mil- 


waukee stores favored the Otto bill, 
which they said would protect all par- 
ties interested in the issuing of trad- 
ing stamps. The opponents said that 
there was no public demand for state 
regulation of the issuing of trading 
stamps and that none of the pending 
bills should be passed. 


The -Kent bill for an eight hour day 


in plants where state printing is done 
was advanced to engrossment. Be- 
cause the bill may increase the cost 
of printing, Jt was decided to send 
the measure to the finance commit- 
tee for further study. On motion of 
A. C. Otfo the attorney general will 
be' asked to pass on,the constitution- 
ality of the bill. 


BILL ASKS FOR SANATORIUM 


Senator Baxter Wants Tuberculosis 


• Institution for Upper Part 


of the State. 


Madison—Provision for the building 


of a state tuberculosis sanatorium in 
northern Wisconsin is made in a bill 
which Senator Baxter of Superior is 
preparing to introduce in the senate. 


Senator Baxter's bill provides for 


the location of the, institution north of 
the center line of the state, and that 
It shall be known as the Northern 
State Tuberculosis sanatorium. It is 
proposed that the hospital be equip- 
ped for the treatment of pulmonary 
tuberculosis, especially for cases in 
the 
incipient- and 
moderately ad- 


vanced stages. The selection of a site 
and erection of. the building is left to 
the state board of'Control. An appro- 
priation of $40,000 is asked. 


"This is something northern Wis- 


consin needs pretty badly," said Sena- 
tor Baxter. "At present if a person In 
the northern part of the state, afflicted 
with tuberculosis, wants to go to a san- 
atorium, he must go all the way to 
Wales, near Milwaukee. This is the 
only state tuberculosis sanatorium, 
outside of the one at Tomohawk lake, 
which is more or less an Institution 
for convalescents. 


"The need of this sanatorium is 


shown in the fact that many tubercu- 
lar patients are unable to get treat- 
ment at present. The state has a wait- 
ing list of more than one hundred, and 
this doesn't take Into account those 
who haven't applied, because they 
know they can't get in."

The Modern Improved Methods of 


Land Clearing Reduces the Cost 
: 


and Labor on Cutover Land* 


and Woodlots. 


Madison—The use of low grades of 


dynamite, 'at a considerable saving 
over old methods of using high per- 
centage dynamite for farm purposes, 
and the use of the explosive in com- 
bination with stump pulling machines 
instead of explosives alone, is advo- 
cated in a technical study of. land 
clearing and'cutover forest lands and 
woodlots, issued by the University of 
Wisconsin. 


The report which advocates these 


entirely new theories for the develop- 
ment of agricultural land, is written 
by Carl D. Livingston, agricultural en- 
gineer of the university, who was in 
charge of the land clearing special 
trains which for eleven weeks last 
summer touched . nearly a score of 
counties in northern Wisconsin, and 
is not a mere compendium of theories, 
but a technical abstract of the com- 
parative results achieved in all meth- 
ods of clearing cutover lands. 
The 


Livingston report, because of its rev- 
olutionary though authoritative advo- 
cacy of'new methods, will be a classic 
among agriculturists in the land which 
was once covered with forest, now b 
Ing converted to farm uses. Special 
trains, which were out for weeks in 
charge of Mr. Livingston, had the 
double purpose of educating the farm- 
er and of investigating and tabulat- 
ing results of all kinds of land clear- 
Ing experiments in.all.types of soil.

Milk from cows having a communi- 


cable disease, as tuberculosis, should 
be pasteurized (heated to 145-F. and 
hold at that temperature" for 30 min- 
utes) beCore it is fed to calves. Sep- 
arated milk from a creamery also 
shoulld be pasteurized, because it is 
practically impossible to know that 
such milk is free from infection. 


Better results are 
obtained 
by 


feeding young calves three times a 
day, with the periods between feed- 
ing as nearly equal as possible. 
When fed in this way the call does 
not overload its stomach, and the 
digestion of the feed is more evenly 
distributed thruout the 
24 
hours. 


Regularity in feeding Is important. 
When calves are fed but twice a day 
Iho feeding should be a5 nearly as. 
possible 12 hours .apart. 
At birth a 50-pound calf should 


have about 8 pounds of whole milk a 
day, 
while a 100-pound one should 


have about 12 pounds. For the first 
four days milk from the dam should 
be fed, then that from any of the 
other cows in the herd,- preferably 
not from any that are nearly dry. 
Milk containing not more than 4 per 
ceiit.butter fat is considered best. 


At the beginning of the third week 


either skim or separated milk may tie 
substituted for whole milk at the 
rate of 1 pound a day. The dally 
ration may be increased from 2 to 4 
pounds, depending upon the vigor of 
the calf. 
When the calf does not 


drink eagerly what is offered, the 
quantity should be cut down. The 
ration at the end of the third week 
usually shouild be approximately one- 
half whole and one-half separated 
milk. 
During the fourth week the 


change should be continued until by 
the end of the week only separated 
milk is led, unless the calf,is very 
delicate. 
With especially vigorous 


calves the change to separated milk 
can be made about a week earlier. 
The quantity fed can be increased 
gradually to 18 to 20 pounds a day. 


Six months is probably a gpod av- 


erage ago at which to wean calves 
from milk. 
The age depends upon 


the cost of the milk in relation to 
the value of the calf, its breed, size, 
vigor etc. The season of the year 
and the other feeds available also 
must be. considered. When the best

extent may take the place of fat re- 
moved from skinuor separated milk. 
Experiments tend to show that corn 
fed to calves should be cracked rather 
than finely ground. Ground oats are 
good in grain mixtures when avail- 
able, but in .many cases cost much 
more per unit of feed than corn and 
bran. The following grain mixtures 
arc recommended in the bulletin: 


(1)"Tlu-ee parts cracked corn and 


one part wheat bran. 


(2) Throe parts cracked corn, one 


.part wheat bran, and one part ground 


(3) Three parts cracked corn, one 


part wheat bran, one part ground 
oats, and one part linseed meal. 


('It) Five parts cracked.corn, one 


part wheat bran, one ''part ground 
oats, and one part blood meal. 


(5) .Oats, ground. 
• 
Clover hay, alfalfa hay,, or the 


most palatattle roughage available 
should be. given the calf after the 
second' week. 
Alfalfa,:is liable to 
cause scours, and should 
be., fed 


sparingly at 'first and increased only 
after the calf gets accustomed to it. 
At first, hay should be I'urnishetTonly 
a handful at a time and be .placed-so 
that it cannot bo soiled. For the first 
six months, at least, the. calf should 
receive alll the roughage . of 
good 


quality that' it .will, eat* up clean.

FEDERAL AID IS ACCEPTED 


A System Connecting Every County 


Seat and Every City With a ' 


Population of 5,000 or More 


Is Contemplated. 


Madison — The new highway bill, 


over which the members of the spe- 
cial 
highway 
committee 
of 
both 


houses of the legislature have been 
working for weeks, has been drawn 
and is awaiting the finishing touches 
and some slight changes before it is 
introduced. 


The bill repeals, six sections of the 


present highway laws and creates 
eight now sections, 
This will give 


some idea of its scope and the work 
which has boon necessary. 


The opening sentence In the bill de- 


clares that tho state of Wisconsin as- 
sents to'the act of congress which 
provides aid for state highways, and 
tho power o£ entering into contracts 
with tho proper national authorities 
Is conferred upon the highway 6oni- 
mission. The stale pledges its good 
faith to make good funds equal to 
the contribution of tho national gov- 
ernment, which will aggregate some- 
thing over $5,000,000 in five years. 


Tho highway commission is ordered 


as the first step In the construction ol 
the trunk lino highways, to lay out a 
system of main traveled roads con- 
necting every county seat and every 
city with a population of 5,000 or 
more, it being provided that the sys- 
tem shall not be more than 5,000 miles 
long. 


Tho road may enter villages of 2,500 


population or less, but the system is 
to be laid out exclusive of every street 
or road in a village except those 
where houses aro divided by spaces 
of more than 200 feet. 


A special legislative committee, con- 


sisting of three members of tho lower 
houso to be appointed by the speaker, 
and two members of the senate to be 
appointed by the committee on com- 
mittees, and to be confirmed by the 
senate, is to act with the highway 
commission In all the preliminary 
work of laying out the trunk line sys- 
tem. Whilfi doing this work they are 
to receive $5 per day and their actual 
and necessary expenses.

"This is something northern Wis-

"At present if a person in 
tho northern part of the state, afflicted 
with tuberculosis, wants to go to a san- 
atorium, ho must go all the way to 
Wales, near Milwaukee. This is the 
only state 
tuberculosis sanatorium, 


outside of tho one at Tomahawk lake, 
which Is more or less an Institution 
for convalescents. 


'The need of this sanatorium is 


shown in tho fact that many tubercu- 
lar patients are unable to get treat- 
ment at present. Tho state has a wait- 
ing list of more than one hundred, and 
this doesn't take Into account those 
who haven't applied, because they 
know they can't get In."

centage dynamite for farm purposes,

counties In northern Wisconsin, and 
Is not a mere compendium of theories, 
but a technical abstract of the com- 
parative results achieved In all meth- 
ods of clearing cutover lands.

Livingston report, because of Its rev- 
olutionary though authoritative advo- 
cacy ot new methods, will be a classic 
among agriculturists In tho land which 
was once covered with forest, now b£* 
Ing converted to farm uses. 
Special 


trains, which were out for weeks In 
charge o£ Mr. Livingston, had the 
double purpose of educating the farm- 
er and of Investigating and tabulat- 
ing results of all kinds of land clear- 
ing experiments In all types of soil.

They Are Made of Grass and Are Still 


Worn by Natives in Parts of 


Portugal and Spain. 


Esparto shoes, or shoes made of,the 


toughest and strongest of the coarse 
esparto fibers, are still worn in Iberia 
and parts of Portugal. 
There is no 


shoe made which will outlast thein, not 
excepting leather shoes. Indeed, one 
pair of esparto shoes has been known 
to outwear a dozen tanned hide soles. 
This is due to their faculty of picking 
up and retaining in their interstices 
stony particles. As fast as the pebbles 
ure worn out they are replaced auto- 
matically by others. Thus a self-soling 
process is constantly going on. It is 
not uncommon in some parts of Spain 
or Portugal to hear the natives boast 
of wearing a pair of esparto shoes for 
•J5 years or more.

OUT THE STATE. 


FEDERAL AID IS ACCEPTED 


A System Connecting Every County 


Seat and Every City With a 


Population of 5,000 or More 


Is Contemplated. 


Madison — The new highway bill, 


over which the members of the spe- 
cial 
highway 
committee 
of 
both 


houses of the legislature have been 
working for weeks, has been drawn 
and is awaiting the finishing touches 
and some slight changes before it is 
introduced. 


The bill repeals- six sections of the 


present highway laws and creates 
eight new sections. This will give 
some idea of its scope and the work 
which has been necessary. 


The opening sentence in the bill de- 


clares that the state of Wisconsin as- 
sents to 'the act of congress which 
provides aid for state highways, and 
the power of entering into contracts 
with the proper national authorities 
is conferred upon the' highway com- 
mission. The state pledges its good 
faith to make good funds eq;ual to 
the contribution of the national gov- 
ernment, which will aggregate some- 
thing over $5,000,000 in flve years. 


The highway commission is ordered 


as the first step in the construction of 
the trunk line highways, to lay out a 
system of main traveled roads con- 
necting every.county seat and every 
city with a population of 5,000 or 
more, it being provided that the sys- 
tem shall not be more than 5,000 milas 
long. 
The road may enter villages of 2,500 


population or less, but the system is 
to be laid out exclusive of every street 
or road in a village except those 
where houses are divided by spaces 
of more than 200 feet. 


A special legislative committee, con- 


sisting of three members of the lower 
house to .be appointed b3" the speaker, 
and two members of the senate to be 
appointed by the committee on com- 
mittees, and to be confirmed by the 
senate, is to act with the highway- 
commission in all the preliminary 
work of laying out the trunk line sys- 
tem. While doing this work they are 
to receive ?5 per day and their actual 
and necessary expenses.

trading stamps under the direction of 
the state bank commissioner;

Kvam bill -requiring companies issu- 
ing trading stamps to pay a license 
of ?6,000 a year to each county in 
which they operate, and the Hart bill 
prohibiting tobacco concerns from is- 
suing stamps. 


The representatives of the big Mil-

The opponents said that 
there was no public demand for state 
regulation of the issuing of trading 
stamps and that none of the pending 
hills should be passed.

BILL ASKS FOR SANATORIUM 


Senator Baxter Wants Tuberculosis 


• Institution for Upper Part 


of the State. 


Madison—Provision for the building 


of a state tuberculosis sanatorium in 
northern Wisconsin is made in a bill 
which Senator Baxter of Superior is 
preparing to introduce in the senate. 


Senator Baxter's bill provides for 


the location of the, institution north of 
the center line of the state, and that 
it shall be known as the Northern 
State Tuberculosis sanatorium. 
It is 


proposed that the hospital be equip- 
ped for the treatment of pulmonary 
tuberculosis, especially- for cases in 
the 
incipient 
and 
moderately ad- 


vanced stages. The selection of a site 
and erection ot the building is left to 
the state board of control. An appro- 
priation of $40,000 is asked. 


"This is something northern Wis- 


consin needs pretty badly," said Sena- 
tor Baiter. "At present if a person in 
the northern part of the state, afflicted 
with tuberculosis, wants to go to a san- 
atorium, he must go all the way to 
Wales, near Milwaukee. This is the 
only state tuberculosis sanatorium, 
outside of the one at Tomohawk lake, 
which is more or less an institution 
for convalescents. 


"The need of this sanatorium is 


shown in the fact that many tubercu- 
lar patients are unable to get treat- 
ment at present The state has a wait- 
ing list of more than one hundred, and 
this doesn't take into account those 
who haven't applied, because they 
know they can't get in."

and Woodlots. 


Madison—The use of low grades of 


dynamite, at a considerable saving 
over old methods of using high per- 
centage dynamite for farm purposes, 
and the use of the explosive in com- 
bination with stump pulling machines 
instead of explosives alone, is advo- 
cated in a technical study of land 
clearing and cutover forest lands and 
woodlots, issued by the University of 
Wisconsin. 


The report which advocates these 


entirely new theories for the develop- 
ment of agricultural land, is written 
by Carl D. Livingston, agricultural en- 
gineer of the university, who was in 
charge of the land clearing special 
trains which for eleven weeks last 
summer touched nearly a score of 
counties in northern Wisconsin, and 
is not a mere compendium of theories, 
but a technical abstract of the com- 
parative results achieved in all meth- 
ods of clearing cutover lands. 
The 


Livingston report, because of its rev- 
olutionary though authoritative advo- 
cacy of new methods, will be a classic 
among agriculturists in the land which 
was once covered with forest, now b^ 
ing converted to farm uses. 
Special 


trains, which were out for weeks in 
charge of Mr. Livingston, had the 
double purpose of educating the farm- 
er and of investigating and tabulat- 
ing results of all kinds of land clear- 
ing experiments in all.types of soil.

Canada today, with'the great de- 


mand that Is made upon It for food- 
stuffs, finds Itself almost In the throea 
of a labor famine. A novel means of 
solving the problem has been evolved 
by the Canadian Government at Ottawa 
on Wednesday last, when It was de- 
cided to practically bonus every farm- 
nand going to Canada, by giving him 
1GO acres free as a homestead, and to 
allow the clme he would be working out 
for, the good wages offered, to count as 
residence duties on the homestead. 
Western Canada has been a big pro- 
ducer of grain and It is estimated that 
there is a shortage of over thirty thou- 
«and men, necessary to produce an av- 
erage crop In 1917. 
This shortage has 


been caused by so many young men 
having left the farms to go to war, and 
It Is essential to make an unprecedent- 
ed offer of this kind, to fill their places 
on the land at once. 


It has been required In the past to 


do three years' duties on homesteads 
to get title, but an additional induce- 
ment has been offered by practically 
reducing this term to two years. As- 
explained by an olllclnl of the Canadi- 
an Government, Canada's need for 
farm laborers Is intense, and excep- 
tional Inducements are being offered 
to get the needed farm workers at 
once. A farmhand will make his en- 
try for one of the 160-acre farms, sat- 
isfy the Government that he Is work- 
Ing for a farmer and that time will ap- 
ply as residence on the land filed for, 
just the snme as if he. was actually 
living on it.—Advertisement.

When fed In this way tho calf, does 
not overload Us stomach, and the 
digestion of tho food is more ovonly 
distributed tlmioul the 
24 
hours. 


Regularity In feeding is Important, 
When calves are fed but twice a day 
tho tuodlng should bo as nearly as 
possible 12 hours apart. 


At birth a 50-pound calf should 


have about 8 pounds of whole milk a 
day, while a 100-pound one should 
have about 12 pounds, 
For tho llrsi 


four days milk from the dam should 
1)0 fed, then that from any of tho 
othor cows In tho herd,- preferably 
not from any that are nearly dry. 
Milk containing not more than 4 per 
cent butter fat is ocnsldored best, 


At the beginning of the third week 


either skim or separated milk may be 
substituted for whole milk at tho 
rate of .1 pound a day. Tho daily 
ration may bo increased from 2 to 4 
pounds, depending upon tho vigor of 
the calf. 
\Vhen tho calf does not 


drink eagerly what is offered, the 
iliianllty should bo cut down. The' 
ration at the end of the third week 
usually should be approximately one- 
half whole and one-half separated 
milk. 
During the fourth week the 


change should bo continued until by 
tho end of tho wook only separated 
milk Is fed, unless tho calf ,is very 
delicate. 
With especially vigorous 


calves tho change to separated milk 
can bo made about a woek earlier. 
Tho ciuantlty fed can bo increased 
gradually to 18 to 20 pounds a day. 


Six months is probuUly a good av- 


erage ago lit which to wean calves 
from milk. 
The ago depends upon 


the cost of the milk in relation to 
tho value of tho calf, its breed, sl/.o, 
vigor, etc. 
The season of the year 


and the othor foods available also 
must bo. considered. 
When tho best 


of hay, silage, and a good variety of 
grains are available, or when good, 
sufcculont pasturage can bo bo pro- 
vided, the calf can be weaned earlier; 
also the stronger and more vigorous 
tho calf thw earlier It can be weaned. 
On the othor hand, tho more valuable 
tho ciulf the more expense tho owner 
Is warranted In developing it and the 
later It probably will bo weaned. 
If 


skim or separated milk is plentiful, 
calves may bo fed profitably until 8 
or 1 0 months old. 


When the calf is In its second week 


it should begin to receive grain, and 
when one month old it should out 
about half a pound a day. 
After this 


lime tho (luantlty of grain may bo 
gadually Increased, feeding all that 
the calf will oat until S pounds a day 
is reached, probably during tho third 
month.

The animals are caught—the greater 
part of them—by means of stake traps'; that is, 
traps attached to stakes. The stakes also serve 
as a guide.1 Then, too, the trappers take with 
them a'noodle-pointed rapier, used to spear, any 
stray rat which may attempt to lleet at the first 
warning of danger to him or'his. And those hip- 
booted, trappors can spenr a rat with all the deft- 
ness of a William Tell shooting an apple. 


If you have never seen a muskrat farm, drop 


down to Mr. Hagun's place—you'll be surprised to 
sec how an "underwater" farm is. managed, and 
you'll hardly be able to believo there are so many 
muskrnts in the world. 
Some days he averages 


more than 100, and he has comp very near to the 
200 mark. Yes, there's lots of money in muskrat 
farming; but unless you've got the constitution of 
an Alpine chasseur, don't attempt it.

Regularity in feeding is important. 
When calves are fed but twice a day 
the feeding should be as nearly as 
possible 12 hours .apart. 
At birth a 50-pound calf should 


have about S pounds of whole milk a 
clay while a 100-pound one should 
have about 12 pounds. For the first 
four days milk from the dam should 
be fed, then that from any of the 
other cows in the herd/ preferably 
not from any that are nearly dry. 
.Milk containing not more than 4 per 
ceiu.-butter fat is ocnsidered best.

Canada today, with'the great de- 


mand that Is made upon It for food- 
stuffs, finds Itself almo.st In the throes 
of a labor famine. A novel means of 
solving the problem lias been evolved 
by the Canadian Government at Ottawa 
on Wednesday last, when It was de- 
cided to practically bonus every farm- 
nand going to Canada, by giving hiai 
100 acres free as a homestead, and to 
allow the time he would bo working out 
for, the good wages offered, to count as 
residence duties on the 
homestead. 


Western Canada has been a big pro- 
ducer of grain and it is estimated that 
there Is a shortage of over thirty thou- 
sand men, necessary to produce an av- 
erage crop In 10t", This shortage has 
been caused by so many young men 
having left the farms to go to war, and 
it Is essential to iiiiike an iiuprccedent- 
eel offer of this kind, to flli their places 
on the land at once. 


It has been required In the past to 


do three years' duties on homesteads 
to get title, but nn additional Induce- 
ment has been oll'cred by practically 
reducing this term to t\vo years. As 
explained by an olllclnl of the Canadi- 
an Government, Canada's Viced for 
fnrm laborers Is Intense, and excep- 
tional inducements are being offered 
to get the needed fnrm workers at 
once. A farmhand will make his en- 
try for one of the IGO-acro farms, sat- 
isfy the Government that he Is work- 
ing for a farmer and that time will ap> 
ply ns residence on the Innd filed for, 
just the same ns if he was actually 
living on It.—Advertisement.

A novel means of 


solving tlio problem has been evolved j 
by the CnmuUun Government sit Ottawa ' 
on Wednesday lust, when It was de- 
cided to practically bouus every farm- 
nuiul going to Canada, by giving him 
100 acres free as u homestead, and to 
allow the time he would be working out 
for, the good wages offered, to count as 
residence duties on the homestead. 
Western Cunuda bus been n big pro- 
ducer of grain and it Ls estimated that 
there is a shortage of over thirty thou- 
sand men, necessary to produce an av- 
erage crop lu 1!H7. This shortage has 
been caused by so many young men 
having left the farms to go to war, and 
It Is essential to make an unprecedent- 
ed offer of. this kind, to fill their places 
on the land at once. 


It has been required in the past to 


do three years' duties on homesteads 
to sot title, but an additional Induce- 
ment has been offered by practically 
reducing this term to two years. As 
explained by an oillclal of the Canadi- 
an Government, Canada's need for 
farm laborers is intense, and excep- 
tional inducements are being offered 
to get the needed farm workers at 
once. A farmhand will make his en- 
try for one of the IGO-acre farms, sat- 
isfy the Government that he is work- 
Ing for a farmer and that time will ap- 
ply ns residence on the land filed for, 
just the same as if he was actually 
living on It.—Advertisement.

It! use in lo'.Va, in Illinois, and even in Mississippi, 
I'm- a number of years, but their use in these re- 
gions has not spread.

A silo is a water-light structure Into which corn 


and other fodder are packed while green so tightly 
that no space is left for air, and with enough mois- 
ture to insure fermentation. 
The material is gen- 


erally cut into strips not more than an inch or two 
in length. 
In the winter, after tlie fermentation 


and curing process have been completed, the silo 
Is opened and the "mash" is fed to live stock. 
It 


Is as palatable and nourishing as green fodder, 
nnd 
exhaustive 
and 
long-continued 
experiments 


have proved that beef cattle, milch cows, bogs, 
horses mules, and sheep thrive on it. The process 
preserves about 00 per cent of .the food values of 
the green fodder. If tho fodder_is left in stacks or 
shocks it loses fully one-half of the food value 
through the drying-out process. 


In the Southwest last winter and spring tlie own- 


ers of pit silos learned that the immature and hot-

dried-out fodder crops, which would have

17 silo was finished, with a S2 shed over it, he 
found he was short of feed, and filled it with 
thistles, broomcorn. kafir and iniio. 
The thistles- 


were cut too late to make good feed, but in the 
/ fermenting process the thorns were softened and 
-the cattle ate them 
readily. 
There was not 


enough from his 30 acres to fill the small silo, but 
Mr. Stone found that the results were sufficient 
to repay lilm. 
All winte'r he fed 7 milch cows, 


'l2 horses, G calves, and several hogs, feeding them 
nothing but the silage. It lasted for three months. 
As dry feed it would have been gone in three 
weeks. That pit silo was the only source of reve- 
nue on the farm for the year, and the milk kept 
the family In groceries and other necessities. 


Experiments covering a period of three years, 


made at the Kansas Agricultural college, have 
proved'that silage from corn, from kafir and from 
sorghum have equal feeding value, ton for ton, for 
liotli beef cattle and dairy cows, when each va- 
riety is placed in the silo at the proper time. This 
proper time for corn is when the kernel? are he- 
ginning to dent, for kafir nnd sorghum when the 
seeds have grown so hard they cannot be crushed 
hetween thumb and 
forefinger, 
and 
while- the 


stalks and leaves are still green. 
These tests 


have ],roved that the practice in the past has 


' been to cut kafir and sorghum too green to get 


the full feed value in the silage. 


These ti-sts will have a very important bearing 


upon farming in the semiarid districts. The best 
silage crop will be corn where the rainfall is 
ample, kafir whore the rainfall is moderate, and 
sorcrhum where It !s light. Sorghum is practically 
a cure crop, where it is well cultivated, in the 
driest years in western Kansas and Oklahoma, the 
Panhandle of Texas, and in eastern New Mexico 
and in Colorado. 


Every farmer in the Southwest, it is said, needs 


n silo as badly as he needs anything; it is further 
said tlmt not two men in ten are able to build an 
above-ground silo because of the expense. 
The 


pit silo, costing only one-tenth 
as 
much, 
and 


capable of being built by the farmer himself, is 
expected to solve this problem until farmers are 
able to purchase the more expensive and hotter 
"above-ground silos of woods, tile, concrete or 
metal.

mind it a bit, for be controls a great part of the 
ostrich-plume supply of the. world. 
If you have 


ever purchased an ostrich plume of the first grade 
you may hsvve a faint inkling as to how much 
money can be made from an ostrich farm, If you 
know how. 
Once Pennsylvanians got tlie fever 


and started an ostrich farm up near Sunbury, but 
the poor, unoffending birds refused to become ac- 
climated- said they were not snowbirds, or some- 
thing to that effect. Be that as it may, Cawston's 
ostrich farm remains today the greatest in the 
world. 


At Victoria, in Mexico, there is a parrot ranch. 


\nd some distance beyond Los Angeles, Cal., 
there is an immense pigeon farm. There one will 
find Jicarly 13,000 pigeor.s. 
And almost everybody 


knows that there is money in pigeons; indeed, 
where is the schoolboy who hasn't kept u f,|w at 
one time or''another? 
Also, in Colorado there is

And somewhere up in. Canada is a 


man who is making money by rearing wolves; 
the skins bring handsome prices. 


At Hot Springs, Ark., H. J. Campbell has an

But down in 
Florida, where the alligator grows, the farmers 
used to shoot the whole blooming family.

The alligators seemed to take great "Uelight

the docile cow was not immune. Naturally, mak- 
ing away w't'i the alligators in wholesale lots 
caused a shortage in alligator skin, and the leath- 
er manufacturers felt the pinch. Alligator farms 
were the result.

ter—he hatches 'era out in incubators. -After 
they get beyond the stage where Hiey look like 
woolly worms with iron-clad backs, the alligators 
•u-e a'llowed to shoot the chutes, play tag «pnd 
otherwise .make the most of life. But eventually—, 
eventually—the sword of not Damocles but Camp- 
bell falls. Later, the pride of the family receives 
as a graduation gift a lovely alligatofskin grip 
or suitcase, and he nnd the baggage-smashers, all 
unmindful of the shattered romance and the piti- 
ful tragedy back of the advent of the grip or 
suitcase, treat it shamefully.

In the first place, the

ing" takes place. It is theti that the skins are nt 
their best. The animals are caught — the greater 
part of them — by means of stake traps; that is, 
traps attached to stakes. The stakes also serve 
as a guide. 
Then. too. the trappers take with 


them a' needle-pointed rapier, used to spear any 
stray rat which may attempt to lleet at the first 
warning of danger to him or his. And those hip- 
booted trappers can spear a rat with all the deft- 
ness of a William Tell shooting an apple. 


If you have never seen a nmskrat farm, drop 


down to Mr. Hasan's place — you'll be surprised to 
see how an "underwater" farm is managed, and 
You'll hardly be able to believe there are so many 
muskrats In the world. 
Some days he averages 


more than 150, and he has comp very near to the 
200 mark. Yes. there's lots of money in muskrat 
farming; but unless you've got the constitution of 
an Alpine chasseur, don't attempt it.

Joseph Matlack of Moorestown, N. J., owns 


what is perhaps the largest guinea-pig farm in the 
world. This much is uncontrsidicta-ble. He raises 
more of them than any grower in America, and 
makes money where others fail. Now, that's some- 
tiling to be .proud of. Any man can be a farmer; 
but to be a successful farmer — well, that's some- 
thing different. Of course, there are other guinea- 
pig farms which enrich their owners — lots and lots 
of them.
